BP/IP-Ten lakh numbers (firms 
quoting for this product should produce Working reference Standard and approved method of Analysis of the product 
and samples of the product (min. 3 Nos.), should be submitted before the bid opening date. 


Special Conditions 


Purchase of Dewormer under cross Breeding Programme for the year 2015-2016 

1. The item should be of latest standards and should have minimum 75% shelf life under normal storage condition at 
the time of supply. 

2. The rate quoted should be inclusive of all taxes, quoted as basic price, rate of tax and total amount. 

3. The product should be available in Kerala Market on prescription.

23. 75% of payment will be effected on receiving the stock in good conditions and the remaining 25% payment on 
testing the samples supplied at random from field and confirming that the representative samples from the 
vaccinated dogs demonstrate a titre of not less than 0.5 IU/ml. in serum. If not, the suppliers should replace the 
entire supplies. The supplied stock will also be tested for titre.
